ALLEGED DAMAGE BY INPROPER STOWAGE, — 

Wah-hee and Others v, James Henderson, 
master of tha ship Hed Riding Hood, $470. 
This was aclaim by plaintiffs to recover 
the ‘above-nained sum for alleged damage 
done to certain machinery while. on the 
passage in. the'said yessel:between London 
and ‘Hongkong.—Mr Hillyar, instructed ‘by 
Mr. Hazeland, appeared: for the plaintiffs ; 
and Mr Caldwell appeared ‘on defendant's 
behalf. : Santee as : 

In statiug the case, Mr Hillyar explained 
that the claim’ was’ made up by $350 for 
ere déne to two centrifuzal machines 
o.be.used-in the Sugar Refining Works at 
East Poitit; and $120-for loas sustained.by 
breakage of a number of casks of-fire-clay. 
The learned counsel grounded his ease upon 
neglizence on the part of defendant, and 
improper stowage, whereby the damage to 
the machines was cause and the fire-clay 
casks broken.’ The centrifugal -. machines 
were of a peculiar nature,and one ‘of the 
guurds, or‘ flanges. were broken in both 
of them, re Bade 

Mr W. M. Smith; one-nf the plaintiffs, 
stated that he had seen thd machinery. on 
board in London, ‘and. thu. machines were 
then in good order. A :éard..was nailed ou 
the cover of otie. of: the machines with: his 
address, aud the sords ‘With care.” .

“Their land 
is high and cold, their huts’ are plastered 
all over, evon on the roofs, for the sake of 
deat by night. They are great ogricul: 
turists, and so many in ‘nuinbor that one 
village is scarcely even a wile from somo 
othor. We mide -short marches, and had 
a great deal of intercourse with the moun- 
tainoers, and possibly our account of the evils: 
of the slave trade may keep them fram enga:- 
ing in it headlong, as.tacst Africans of this 
race are but too ready to do.: ‘The chief who 
had driven off the Arabs was delighted when 
I said I wished he would treatin the samo 
tnanner all slaving parties of whatever 
color, but complained that his countrymen 
would uot. join’ with him in expelling an 
invasion; . ‘This is true, for each ‘village 
being independent of evory other they have 
no more cohesion than a rope of sanil. 

As we wont westwards to avoid tho, Ma- 
ziter, we turned northwards, as soon ag we 
were past the lougitudé of: their: cduntry, 
and nearly walked into the hands of. a party 
rout plundering. Wo ‘met two. villages 
fiveing from them to.some mountains, and 
went in thy. same, direction, in order’ to 
defend ourselves and them, but the Muziter, 
after plundering the villages to which we 
were proceeding, turndd off to the south- 
east.
